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Appalling loss of life in the 
latest zeppelin disaster, the ex ­ 
plosion of the H indenbu rg, may 
sou nd the death k nell of this 
form of air transportation. Aban­ 
doned by the United States Nav y 
afte r three air catastrophes, the 
zeppelin in late y ears has been 
prom oted chiefly by G erm any ’s 
Dr. Hu go Eck ener, who designed 
the H indenbu rg bu t was not per­ 
m itted to com m and her becau se 
H itler felt he was insu lted or 
som ething when the ship was 
nam ed H indenbu rg 
instead of 
Hitler. 
Plans for transalantic heav ier- 
tha n-a ir serv ice appear to be 
still in the form ativ e stage. Col­ 
onel Lindbergh has made sev eral 
su rv ey s in Ireland for a base for 
su ch serv ice, bu t it is believ ed in 
aeronau tical circles tha t the risk 
wou ld be as great as tha t en­ 
tailed in the H indenbu rg v en­ 
tu re. 
The history of sau sage air­ 
craft has been particu larly u n­ 
fortu nate. Introdu ced du ring the 
World W ar, when they were u sed 
for k illing women and children 
behind the battle lines and made 
sev eral raids on London, this 
form of aircraft has tak en a hor­ 
rible toll of life in the y ears tha t 
hav e elapsed since then. The fate 
of the Macon and the Shenando­ 
ah, of the U. S. Nav y , are still 
fresh in memory . 


The report tha t Senator Borah 
and Senator Ny e are contem plat­ 
ing the form ation of a new poli­ 
tical party will be accepted w ith­ 
ou t a great deal of hesitation, a t 
least by those who are fam iliar 
w ith the career and the person­ 
ality of Senator Borah. 
The spirit of the senator from 
Idaho is natu rally restiv e and, 
strangely enou gh, does not grow 
serene or com placent w ith the 
y ears. Nominally , he is a Repu b­ 
lican, bu t in the cou rse of tim e 
wanders fa r and wide ov er the 
range. He is the head of his own 
little political party , is a con­ 
serv ativ e, a liberal and a t times 
hov ers on the borderline of De­ 
mocracy . 
The senator has an infinite ca­ 
pacity for political loy alties, so 
long as the elem ent of conv en­ 
tionalism is not too heav ily in­ 
v olv ed, and it is altogether pos­ 
sible tha t he can assu me a posi­ 
tion of leadership in an entirely 
new party , while a t the same 
time, of cou rse, rem aining a R e­ 
pu blican, a progressiv e, a con­ 
serv ativ e and ev en a reactionary . 


Cooperation of the Nav y De­

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“ AS MAINE GOES—” 
Maine is certainly pointing the way for tra f­ 
fic accident control, in at least one respect. That 
is, cu rtailing the activ ities of the dru nken driv er. 
A su rv ey recently completed by the Maine 
Highway Safety Campaign rev ealed that one- 
fifth of motor v ehicle fatalities in Maine in 1936 
had liqu or associated with them. Ev en in 1936 
Maine had effectiv ely redu ced traffic fatalities as 
compared with the preceding y ear. Howev er, not 
satisfied with partial su ccess, she is now setting 
ou t to better her own record with special em­ 
phasis placed on dru nken driv ing. The motor v e­ 
hicle div ision u rged better co-operation by the 
cou rts in handling cases inv olv ing dru nkenness, 
and held certain “legal loopholes” and techni­ 
calities to be inimical to effectiv e law enforce­ 
ment. 
Pu blic officials, as well as the citizens of Maine, 
realize that the dru nken driv er is a criminal to 
be handled the same as any other criminal. Both 
menace society . There is absolu tely no ex cu se 
for driv ing while u nder the influ ence of liqu or. 
Ev ery person doing so is a potential mu rderer. 
In some respects the dru nken driv er is ev en worse 
than the av erage mu rderer becau se the mu rderer 
u su ally commits his crime in the heat of passion. 
The dru nken driv er blu nders along with callou s 
indifference toward all who are u nfortu nate 
enou gh to be in his path of death. 
Maine is to be congratu lated, as are all other 
states that take a determined stand to “wipe 
ou t” the dru nken driv er. 


England’s present ex perience shou ld be heeded 
seriou sly in this cou ntry . Those hav ing fu nds to 
inv est shou ld resist mere rosy sou nding propo­ 
sitions and only pu rchase well inv estigated se­ 
cu rities, throu gh orthodox channels. 
As the 
British Board of Trade pointed ou t, this may be 
done by consu lting reliable bankers and repu ta­ 
ble brokers. Also, in this cou ntry , if one bu y s 
secu rities listed on the boards of the large stock 
ex changes he may be su re that they represent 
legitimate indu strial enterprises that will not 
“ev aporate” ov ernight. The large ex changes im ­ 
pose v ery strict regu lations for the protection of 
the inv estor. Corporations listing their secu rities 
mu st prov ide complete pu blic records of assets, 
liabilities, and other pertinent inform ation re­ 
lating to their financial condition. Officials of 
the stock ex changes are aliv e to changing condi­ 
tions and are constantly tightening any loopholes 
that may appear in already stringent regu lations. 
A high standard of bu siness ethics is m aintained 
at all times. 
Under modern conditions the American “share 
pu sher” shou ld find ex tremely lean pickings. 
There is little ex cu se for ev en the most innocent 
of inv estors being v ictimized by his pu rsu asiv e 
methods.

“ SHARE PUSHERS” 
The United States is not the only nation that 
has trou ble with the u nscru pu lou s stock pro­ 
moter. England is now su ffering from a wav e of 
“share pu shing” — high pressu re methods of sell­ 
ing worthless secu rities. And, as in this cou ntry , 
the “share pu sher” takes heav iest toll from those 
least able to lose. 
The “share pu sher” has grown so bold in B rit­ 
ain that the Board of Trade recently printed sev ­ 
eral million leaflets warning the pu blic against 
him and u rging that inv estors protect themselv es 
by consu lting reliable bankers and repu table 
brokers. ,

W ashington—Inch at a time 
more light is being thrown on 
President Roosev elt’s price poli­ 
cies, bu t it may help to draw a 
map of his cou rse. 
The ring-arou nd-the-rosy of 
price cy cles is only one phase of 
the climb and drop of the bu si­ 
ness cy cle bu t administration ef­ 
forts to check the v iolence of the 
bu siness cy cle recently hav e been 
directed at the price phase. 
Consu mer goods become a dru g 
on the m arket when consu mers 
lose their jobs or mu ch of their 
income. Prices, as a resu lt, spiral 
downward, ex cept possibly mo­ 
nopoly controlled prices, which 
are another story . When con­ 
su mer goods prices are low, there 
is little incentiv e for factories to 
m anu factu re them, and ev en less 
incentiv e for inv estors to start 
bu ilding or enlarging factories. 


THREE IDEAS 
At this point the adm inistra­ 
tion has stepped in with two 
control 
gestu res. 
President 
Roosev elt said the u su al cou rse 
of su ch price cy cles had been 
distu rbed by foreign bu y ing of 
steel and like su pplies in compe­ 
tition 
with 
factory 
bu ilders. 
Prices of certain produ cer goods 
were too high, he said. He stop­ 
ped pu blic works spending in 
that field. 
Gov ernor Eccles of the federal 
reserv e board, while recognizing 
the growing demand for pro­ 
du cer goods, declined to let in­ 
terest rise on money u sed for 
bu y ing them. High interest rates 
increase costs of bu ilding fac­ 
tories and so increase the cost of 
consu mer goods u ltimately pro­ 
du ced. Factories bu ilt with cost­ 
ly money are often first to shu t 
down as prices drop and so ag­ 
grav ate the recession. 
Secretary Wallace say s higher 
tax es and wages mu st be paid to 
keep 
ex cessiv e 
sav ings 
from 
piling u p in the hands of in­ 
v estors. These inv estors will want 
to bu ild more factories than are 
needed, flu sh the land with an 
ov er su pply of consu mer goods 
and so start the downward price 
cy clle before its time. 
Does it all dov etail?

NEW U. S. JUDGE FINDS 


PLAY BEGINS IT 33 


O klahom a City VP) — “Fish” 
M urrah’s wildest boyhood dream s 
as he roam ed the country, often 
broke and hungry, back in 1916, 
probably nev er placed him in the 
dignified, 
well-paid 
job 
of 
a 
United S tates judge. 
But Alfred 
P. 
M urrah 
was 
sworn in recently as the natio n’s 
youngest federal judge. 
Only 33 years old last October, 
M urray, as O klahom a’s fourth 
federal district judge, 
has 
a 
“rov ing” assignm ent on a life­ 
tim e job th a t pays $10,000 a year. 
And now M urrah is finding 
tim e to do the things he w anted 
to do for the first tim e since he 
ran away from home a t 12. 
“I hav e lots of work to do. 
I 
keep busy, but I don’t hav e to go 
at the breakneck speed now th a t 
I did when I was working for 
myself. 
“I ’m running my Business now, 
instead of my business running 
me. I hav e to spend m any hours 
reading briefs 
and decisions of 
higher courts, but I don’t hav e to 
work 14 or 15 hours to get a 
case prepared. 
“I hav e more tim e to do the 
things I w ant to do, such as be­ 
ing a t home w ith my wife and 
children.” 
M urrah, born near Tishom in­ 
go, Okla., left home after his 
m other died and rode freight 
trains across the country, land ­ 
ing in Oklahom a City a t 15, 
broke and hungry. 
He worked a t odd jobs, serv ed 
as 
handym an 
a t 
the 
“H alf 
Moon” ranch, and “m ade” the 
w heat harv est in K ansas, Ne­ 
braska and th e Dakotas. 
He 
h ad n’t 
finished 
grade 
school but he persuaded the 
high school principal a t Tuttle, 
Okla., to enroll him and, work­ 
ing in a drug store during off 
hours for $5 a week, finished 
school in three years. 
Then he entered the Univ ersity 
of Oklahom a, paying his way 
w ith a $15 a week tobacco store 
job. A fter graduation from law 
school, he formed a partnership 
with another young law gradu­ 
ate. 
Schoolm ates called him “Gold­ 
fish” because of the reddish glint 
to his hair. L ater it was short­ 
ened to “Fish” and has stuck 
with him through the years. 
“In 37 years I ’ll be 70, and I 
expect to q uit,” said the slender, 
six foot judge after his appoint­ 
m ent. “I ’ll be glad to q uit.”
